BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Russia.—The following information is from the report of H.M. 
Consul at St. Petersburg (Mr. A. W. Woodhouse) on the trade 
of that district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

With regard to the import trade of Russia (across the European, 
Russo-Finnish and Black Sea frontiers) in 1908, Germany 
headed the list with 33,779,5211., an increase of about 460,0001., 
as compared with 1907. The United Kingdom was second 
with 12,774,9831., an increase of 680,000/. The ratio of 
‘ increase in favour of the United Kingdom was 5} per cent. as 
against Germany’s 1} per cent. This is partly attributable to the 
more settled state of the country and to the growing tendency 
of Russians to favour British manufactures. British goods, in 
spite of the keen competition, rank first in quality. Even the 
illiterate peasant whose only tool is an axe, which he uses with 
marvellous skill, will tell you with pride that it is “Anglisky” or 
British, and has served him well for years. So it is with superior and 
more complicated wares, especially machinery. But the consumer 
must be constantly reminded of the fact, or he will forget it. 

To gain a thorough knowledge of the requirements of the Russian 
market, it must be studied on the spot. First and foremost the 
business methods of dealers necessarily conform to the economic 
conditions of their localities, and as ready money is scarce in Russia 
they are obliged to give and take credit. Very little business, if any, 
is done on spot cash terms. The foreign competitors of the 
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United Kingdom realised this long ago and acted accordingly, and 
that is precisely where they gained the advantage. They will 
readily supply goods on credit for periods up to a year, and will 
even then renew bills on easy terms. On the other hand, British 
manufacturers are beginning to realise the necessity of conforming 
to this custom. Many, undoubtedly, no longer insist on selling 
their wares f.o.b. at some British port and for cash against bills of 
lading. This method, formerly so tenaciously observed in spite of 
everything, gave foreigners the opportunity which they promptly 
seized. They have established branches in the chief cities, and have 
appointed agents all over the country. ‘Their commercial travellers 
visit the markets regularly, taking with them samples and sufficient 
data to quote prices for delivery direct to the retail dealer or the 
consumer. British manufacturers and merchants need to do like- 
wise, and to send out commercial travellers possessing a knowledge 
of the Russian language. 
* ° . * 


Sweden.—The following particulars relating to the position of 
British trade with Sweden have been furnished by H.M. Consul at 
Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) :— 

In the year 1907 (the detailed statistics for which have recently 
been published) there was a distinct increase in British trade with 
Sweden, both in actual volume and in percentage. 

The value of articles imported from the United Kingdom during 
the years 1896-1900 and the years 1901-1905 was practically 
stationary, amounting to a yearly average of 7,671,000/. and 
7,716,000/. respectively; it rose in 1906, however, to 8,929,0001. 
and in 1907 to 9,918,000/. 

During the same periods (1896-1900 and 1901-1905) the value 
of the exports from Sweden to the United Kingdom also remained 
nearly stationary, namely, 8,546,000l. for the first period and 
8,565,000. for the second, but rose to 9,499,000/. in 1906 and to 
10,118,0000. in 1907. 

The total volume of trade between the United Kingdom and 
Sweden thus rose from 18,427,000/. in 1906 to 20,036,000/. in 
1907 ; while that of Germany, the second best customer of Sweden, 
rose from 18,368,0001. to 19,416,0001. in the same period. 
The United Kimgdom secured, in 1907, 29°88 per cent. of 
the total foreign trade of Sweden, while Germany’s share was 
28°96 per cent., and that of Denmark, third in rank, was 8°9 per 
cent.; other countries followed in decreasing percentage in the 
order—United States of America, France, Norway, Holland, 
European Russia, Belgium, Finland, &c.

Brazil, Pernambuco.—The following information is from the 
report by the British Vice-Consul at Pernambuco (Mr. G. W. Baile) 
on “ trade of that district in 1908, which will shortly be 
issued :— 
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Stress has frequently been laid on the desirability of the 
employment by British exporters of suitable and properly qualified 
representatives for the Brazilian market to push trade. Personality 
counts for very much with Brazilians, and the representative who 
will take the trouble to know the language thoroughly and to 
understand the Brazilian will score in competition every time. Of 
course, time is required to gain experience and to learn to avoid 
as many of the difficulties to be overcome with custom-house 
authorities as is reasonably possible. It would seem as if different: 
rates on the same goods are levied in different ports along the 
Brazilian coast. Apparently different interpretations are made of 
the same regulations in different places, and it is difficult to avoid 
the conclusion, when studying the cases reported locally, that the 
element of caprice is at times a dominating factor. It is necessary 
that a Consular invoice should be absolutely accurate. It must 
state the contents of each case or package, and give the weight and 
quality of every article contained in it, as well as mention the 
material of which it is manufactured. There have been instances: 
in which a variation in gross weight of 100 grammes in a case 
of 50 kilogs. between the weight at Pernambuco and that stated 
in the Consular invoice has led to fines of over 50 milreis. In- 
voices must be made out in accordance with instructions obtained 
from the Brazilian Consulates. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
AUGUST, 1909.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for August, 1909, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1908, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom and 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in August was 48,410 212/., an increase 
of 5,670,560/., or 13°3 per cent., as compared with August, 1908, 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 39,104,759/., an increase of 
1,942,3761. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of 1,772,024l., or 5°8 per cent., as com- 
pared with August, 1908, whilst there is an increase of 170,3521., 
or 2°5 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchan- 
dise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN AUGUST. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
August, 1909, amounted to 3,748,375 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,732,033 tons, as against 3,540,945 tons entered, and 
4,779,858 tons cleared, during August, 1908. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during August, 
1909, amounted to 2,724,715 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,671,919 tons, as against 2,602,939 tons entered, and 2,535,062 
tons cleared in August, 1908. 


VI—EIGHT MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-AUGUST). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the eight months ended August, 1909, amounted to 
26,217,302 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 37,453,660 tons, as 
against 26,343,908 tons entered and 37,376,916 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1908, With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the eight months 
ended August, 1909, amounted to 20,871,948 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 20,525,510 tons, as against 20,414,537 tons 
entered and 20,047,658 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1908. 





“CARAVONICA” COTTON IN AUSTRALIA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton 
Wickes) has forwarded the following information regarding the 
cultivation of ‘ Caravonica ” cotton in the Commonwealth :— 

At the present time there are several small growers of this 
cotton in the immediate vicinity of Cairns, one having some 10 
acres planted out. 

There are three kinds, viz :—No. 1, a small brownish seed. The 
plant is less bushy than the other varieties, the lint has a more 
woolly appearance than that grown from the other seeds, and is 
distinguished as the ‘‘ No. 1 or wool variety of Caravonica.” 

No. 2.—The silk variety, with small separate seeds, which should 
be black and about the same size as No.1. This variety has a 
quicker growth, and is more bushy than No. 1; the lint has a longer 
staple and is more silky. 

No. 3.—The kidney variety, the seeds of which are usually 
eight or nine fastened together in one mass. The tree bears 
a larger quantity of bolls than either Nos. 1 or 2, but a smaller per- 
centage of lint, and on account of the size of the seed it is more 
difficult to gin; the plant is more bushy than Nos. 1 or 2. 
Growers pull this variety out, finding the others more profitable. 

The ‘‘ Caravonica” plant grows best on poor, sandy soil, mixed 
for preference with a little loam. The plants should be placed 
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about 10 feet apart, say 450 to the acre. They begin to bear about 
seven months after planting, and require pruning every year. 

Although it will bear a good deal of rain, the plant does not like 
“wet feet.” The boll ripens at different times, so that the picking 
goes on for three months, it being necessary to go over the 
plantation twice a month. The grown tree in the Cairns district 
bears two crops a year. The average yield is not less than 3 lbs. of 
boll cotton per tree, the average quantity of lint obtained being 
40 per cent.; by careful selection this has been increased to 52-59 
per cent., but it has been found that then the tree yields a smaller 
quantity of bolls. 

As a hybrid the young plant is liable to attacks from insects up 
to three or four months old. It is customary to plant corn or 
wheat concurrently with placing out the young plants. If the soil 
is too rich for the plant, it has a tendency to become woody and 
sterile, no amount of pruning seemingly avoiding this trouble. 
Those with experience claim that it is a perennial, obtaining its 
maximum bearing capacity about the third year, and from then 
until 10 or 12 years of age bearing full crops yearly. 

There is found to be a tendency for Nos. 1 and 2—the wool and 
silk varieties—to coalesce and evolve a type with a brownish 
black seed, with a lint resembling either variety. It would 
seem necessary, if one or the other kind-is required, to sort out the 
seed into the black and the brown variety. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner has forwarded samples of seeds of the 
wool, silk, and kidney varieties, as well as pods showing the boll 
with the seed inside. These may be seen by British firms inter- 
ested on application at the Commercial] Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 





RUBBER CULTIVATION IN THE MALAY PENINSULA 
IN 1908. 

The following information relative to rubber cultivation in the 
Malay Peninsula in 1908 is taken from a report by the Director 
of Agriculture of the Federated Malay States, published as a 
supplement to the “Selangor Government Gazette” of 30th 
July :— 

The progress of rubber cultivation in the Malay Peninsula con- 
tinues to be unique in its rapid progress, and in the success of the 
areas already planted, which have come into bearing. At the end 
of 1908 there were 37,440,020 trees, as compared with 27,558,440 
a year before ; 60,636 acres were planted during 1908, an increase 
of over 33 per cent. on the previous year, giving a total of 241,138 
acres of rubber on the 31st December for the whole Peninsula. 
The output of dry rubber increased in 1908 by 06 per cent. ; 
3,039,922 lbs., or 1,580 tons, being produced as against 2,278,870 
Ibs., or 1,017 tons, in 1907. This 1,580 tons represents probably 
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about 14 per cent. of the world’s supply for last year. The average 
at which this was sold was not less than 4s. per lb., representing 
an export of more than 700,000/. in value; eight years ago the 


value of rubber exports was about 1,700/.

Within the last ten years the acreage of 


rubber has increased 100 times, and has practically doubled 


during the last two years. The output of dry rubber increased 
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by 60 per cent. ; 3,190,000 lbs., or 1,425 tons, as against 1,980,000 
Ibs., or 885 tons, in 1907. 

Malaya possesses the finest climate in the world for the rapid 
and healthy growth of Para rubber, and, since millions of acres 
suitable for this cultivation are still available, there is every 
probability that the country will be in the future one of the 
largest producers of rubber in the world. 

In 10 years (1919), presuming that 25,000 acres are planted 
annually during the next five years (a very reasonable estimate, 
considering that over 40,000 acres were planted each year in 
both 1907 and 1908), the rubber trees of the Federated Malay 
States should yield not less than 50,000 tons of dry rubber, which 
at 3s. per pound represents a value of 144,000,000 dollars. 

The question of the sale of rubber seed for oil purposes is one 
that should be carefully considered by every planter. The 
crop of seed in the Peninsula was probably not less than 300,000,000 
in number, or 1,200 tons in weight, valued in the London market 
at over 100,000 dollars. This amount of available seed will increase 
annually very rapidly, and in five years time more than 30 times 


this will be produced.

FOREIGN TRADE AND SHIPPING OF CHINA IN 19068. 


The following article on the foreign trade and shipping of China 
in 1908 is based on the “ Abstract of Statistics and Report on the 
Foreign Trade of China” for 1908, recently published by order of 
the Inspector-General of the Chinese Imperial Customs, and is in 
continuation of the article published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 16th and 28rd July, 1908. 

[NotE.—The average value of the Haikwan tael is stated to 
have been 3s. 3$d. in 1906, 3s. 3d. in 1907, and 2s. 8d. in 1908.

I.——General. 

The hope of a revival of foreign trade, which seemed to be 
justified on a review of the conditions prevailing in the beginning 
of 1908, was not realised. Depression reigned almost universally 
from the beginning of the year to its close. The continuous fall 
in the value of silver was discouraging to the import trade in 
general, and, in the already languid state of the market, it played 
an important part in the history of an unprofitable year. But the 
foreign trade has always had to reckon with the uncertainties of 
exchange, which when unfavourable to one branch of the trade is 
favourable to the other, as shown by the record value of exports in 
1908 ; and other causes must be sought to explain the absence of 
demand for foreign goods in the face of a flourishing export trade, 
since it cannot yet be adequately accounted for by the development 
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of home industries, considerable as that development has been. 
Among these causes the high price of rice, in spite of the good 
harvests of the preceding year and the continued importations from 
Indo-China, was still prominent. A great improvement, however, 
has been seen in this respect since the middle of 1908. Another 
and more serious obstacle to free interchange was the depreciation 
of copper coins, due in certain districts to scarcity of silver, but in 
general to the excessive outturn from the Mints. The value of 
these coins fell steadily, and at the close of the year one dollar 
exchanged for 135 copper cents (10-cash pieces) on the Middle 
Yangtze, for 126 on the Lower Yangtze, and for 128 at Chefoo, 
while the rates reported from southern maritime provinces vary 
from 110 to 117. This, as closely touching the great mass of the 
people, appears to be one of the most serious aspects of the 
currency problem—a problem which, from all points of view, calls 
urgently for solution. But while according full value to these 
and other reasons for commercial depression, it will probably be 
right to recognise in the reduced surplus of imports over exports 
a natural and healthy effort to readjust expenditure to income. 
In 1905 the “ war remittances,” estimated at Hk.tls. 150,000,000, 
gave to the import trade an impulse, which continued to be felt 
after the special conditions to which it owed its origin had dis- 
appeared, with the result that importations were largely in excess 
of market requirements and have been disposed of with ever- 
increasing difficulty and loss. The vigorous condition of the 
export trade and the progress being made in the creation of 
manufacturing industries augur well for the future. Shanghai 
distributed to ports, in 1908, 350,000 piculs of cotton yarn 
from local mills, valued at Hk.tls. 8,772,000, or some 88 per 
cent. more than in 1907, while the distribution to ports of 
Shanghai Mill flour was 753,180 piculs, valued at Hk.tls. 2,717,000, 
or 88 per cent. more than in 1907. At Hankow great activity 
was evident, especially in the production of iron and steel at the 
Hanyang Ironworks from ‘Tayeh ore, and of coal from the 
Pingsiang mines. There is no doubt that in the next few years 
China will make strides towards attaining the position as an 
industrial nation, to which she is destined by virtue of her 
natural resources and. the character of her people. 

The year witnessed the prosecution by the provincial authorities 
of a determined campaign against the cultivation of the opium 
poppy, the effects of which campaign cannot fail to be reflected in 
foreign trade in the near future. 

The splendid harvests of Manchuria in 1908 are variously reported 
as “twelve-tenths,” or 20 per cent. above a full crop, and as “ 20 per 
cent. above the average.” It isin this part of the Empire that trade 
is at once most flourishing for the moment, and most. promising 
as regards the immediate future. The progress made in Manchuria 
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from 1906, when Newchwang was still its only port, to 1908, when 
the ports of Antung, Tatungkow, and Dairen, and the frontier 
stations of Manchouli and Suifenho, under Harbin, had been added, 
is illustrated by the following figures :—

394,505,478, 
and exports to the value of Hk.tls. 276,660,403, as compared with 
Hk.tls. 416,401,369 and Hk.tls. 264,380,697, respectively, in 1907. 

(a) Imports.—The decrease in the value of imports is about 
Hk.tls. 22,000,000 ; but, owing to a general rise in silver values 
resulting from the lower exchange, the real decrease in the volume 
of imports is much greater than the difference of value would 
indicate. 

Cotton goods show a decline in value of 8 million taels, which 
would have been 18 million on the valuation of 1907. The decrease 
is chiefly seen in cotton yarn and in sundry piece-goods, such as 
prints, turkey reds, cotton italians, and cotton lastings, although 
white shirtings and ‘I-cloths continue on the downward path. Of 
grey shirtings, 4,887,000 pieces were imported, giving an increase, 
as compared with the imports in 1907, of 1,400,000 pieces, and 
fully maintaining the average of the last five years. It can hardly 
be said that American piece-goods have recovered from the collapse 
of 1907, although they show a total of 1,586,000 pieces, as against 
578,000 pieces in that year. In 1906 these goods totalled 84 
million pieces, and in 1905, 124 million pieces. <<

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Cotton yarn has declined by 450,686 piculs as compared with the 
amount imported in 1907, and is now in a lower position than it 
has occupied since 1900. Native cotton mills have had much to 
do with the decreased imports of foreign yarn, with which they 
must increasingly compete. ‘The imports of woollenand cotton 
mixtures were less by one-half in respect of quantity, and by 
Hk.tls. 1,100,000 in respect of total value, than in the 
preceding year, and woollens, while maintaining about the 
same total value, were much reduced in quantity. Metals, with a 
total value of over 22 million taels, as against 20 million in 1907, 
show an all round increase in quantity, the principal exceptions 
being iron sheets and plates, old iron, and tinned plates. Copper 
ingots and slabs increased by 66,000 piculs, and went chiefly to pro- 
vincial minting centres. Among leading sundries, kerosene oil is the 
only one which has conspicuously increased in quantity, and of this 
commodity 186 million gallons were imported, against 161 million 
gallons in 1907. Increases of over 26 million gallons in American 
oil, of over 2 million gallons in Russian oil, and of over 43 million 
gallons in Sumatra oil are partly offset by a fall of some 8 million 
gallons in the Borneo product. Foodstuffs have been much reduced 
in volume, but less markedly in value. The imports of flour 
amounted to 1,756,000 piculs, valued at Hk.tls. 6,931,000, and of 
rice to 6,756,000 piculs, valued at Hk.tls. 26,579,000; the correspond- 
ing figures for 1907 being: flour, 4,414,000 piculs, value Hk.tls. 
14,000,000 ; and rice, 12,765,000 piculs, value Hk.tls. 34,417,000. 
A decline of 1,562,000 piculs in sugar, not apparently made up 
for by increased movements of the native article, would seem to 
indicate a smaller margin for luxuries, as would also the fall of 50 
per cent. in the imports of clocks and watches, and the fall of 
over 40 per cent. in household stores. Building materials, cement, 
and timber are all noticeably reduced. Of railway materials, 
Dairen took the principal share—Hk.tls. 5,800,000—-while smaller 
quantities went to Tientsin, Hankow, Chinkiang, Shanghai, Canton, 
and Mengtsz. ‘T'he whole, valued at about 18 million taels, was 
slightly in excess of imports in 1907. Needles were reduced 
in quantity by more than half. The imports of Formosa tea 
at Amoy are again less, but this trade is not yet absolutely extinct. 

All the leading countries of origin shared in the decline of 
imports, with the exception of the United States and Russia. In 
the case of the former, the partial revival in piece goods and 
the advance of kerosene oil imports more than made up for 
reduced trade in flour, timber, and other articles, leaving a balance 
of some four million taels to the good. The figures of Russian 
trade were materially increased by the opening of the frontier 
stations of Suifenho and Manchouli, and show a total gain of 
Hk.tls. 7,600,000. No doubt a considerable portion of this gain 
represents Russian goods not hitherto recorded on passing the 
frontier; but a portion, probably no less considerable, must be 


. credited to goods of non-Russian origin arriving at Suifenho by 


way of Vladivostok. 
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The total value of foreign goods re-exported abroad was 
Hk.tls. 15,049,175, to which Formosan tea contributed Hk.tls. 
546,437; cotton manufactures, Hk.tls. 5,772,716; metals, Hk.tls. 
2,302,687 (mainly under the heading of copper ingots, slabs and 
ore); and sundries, Hk.tls. 6,032,449. 

(b) Exeports.—The value of exports abroad was Hk.tls. 276,660,403, 
and the increase, as compared with the value in 1907, was 12} 
million taels. 

The export of tea—1,576,136 piculs—was well maintained, 
and shows, as compared with the exceptionally high figures of 1907, 
a decrease of only 34,000 piculs. ‘The season was not, however, 
generally profitable. Kaiukiang black and green teas and Chekiang 
green teas appear to have done moderately well, but from Foochow 
it is reported that the shippers on commission alone benefited by 
the year’s trade. The low exchange gave an undue impetus to 
shipments, and there is reason t) fear that the stocks of China tea 
carried over from 1908, both in the United Kingdom and Russia, 
may block operations in the coming season. 969,495 piculs of leaf 
and 690,815 piculs of brick were exported, as compared with 
973,075 and 604,226 piculs, respectively, in the preceding year. 
Shipments to Great Britain declined from 157,000 to 118,000 
piculs, and to Russia from 989,000 to 965,000 piculs. Other 
European countries took 119,600 piculs, that is, 28,000 piculs 
more than in 1907, and the United States, India, and Canada took 
somewhat larger supplies. 

Silk prices were reduced to a low level in the first quarter of the 
year, and stocks were large; but a smaller world crop in 1908, and 
better conditions in the United States, enabled stocks to be cleared 
off, raised prices, and greatly improved the position of the trade 
before the close of the year. Of white silk, native reelings, the 
export rose from 28,556 to 31,926 piculs, but steam filatures 
declined from 50,296 to 49,206 piculs, owing to short supplies 
from Canton, where successive climatic disasters made the crop 
a poorer one than for many years. Wild silk advanced from 
23,896 to 34,148 piculs. The cultivation .of the oak-feeding 
silkworm in Manchuria is extending, and is reported to be capable 
of indefinite expansion to meet the demand for pongees. The 
shipments of wild raw silk and cocoons at Manchurian ports for all 
destinations in the last two years were as follows :—

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The trade in beans and beancake attained to figures hitherto un- 
dreamt of. Beans were exported abroad to the amount of 4,770,000 
piculs, and while they went chiefly to Japan, there were also ship- 
ments from Hankow and Dairen, totalling some 500,000 piculs, to 
England, where it is stated that they were in demand for the manu- 
facture of oil. It seems probable, however, that the English demand 
for Chinese beans owed much to the combination of bumper crops 
and low sterling exchange, a combination which does not often occur 
in the same degree. The largest quantity of beans was shipped 
from Dairen—1,581,788 piculs—and Suifenho comes next with 
1,110,339 piculs. Of beancake, the shipments amounted to 
7,820,129 piculs, as compared with 4,182,009 piculs in 1907, 
Newchwang retaining the first place as a port of shipment, while 
Dairen takes the second and Suifenho the third. 

Sesamum seed shows an increase exceeded only by the increase 
in beans, the export amounting to 1,792,435 piculs, valued at 
Hk.tls. 9,138,129, as against 734,712 piculs, valued at Hk.tls, 
3,670,810, in 1907. The immense growth of this trade at Hankow 
is attributed to the railway which now taps the producing districts 
in Honan. Tin in slabs, the product of Yunnan, was sent out in 
much larger quantity, the export across the Tonkin frontier reported 
by Mengtsz being 18,335 piculs more than in 1907; but as by far 
the greater part goes to Hongkong, much of this tin no doubt finds 
its way back to China. 

Among sundry exports which show a marked decline raw cotton 
is the chief, the export of this product having fallen from 988,000 
piculs in 1907 to 613,500 piculs in 1908. Bad crops help to explain 
this, but from Haukow it is stated that a promising trade has been 
checked by the practice of adding water to the cotton to increase 
the weight. Owing, it is said, to the competition of synthetic 
camphor, the camphor trade, of which Foochow is the principal 
centre, has declined by one half.

FOREIGN TRADE OF COREA IN 1908. 


The following information is from the report by Mr. Acting 
Consul E. H. Holmes on the trade of Corea in 1998, which will 
shortly be issued :— . 

The total foreign trade of Corea for the year 1908, exclusive of 
the export of gold, amounted in value to 5,628,3391., a decrease 
of 192,8571. as compared with 1907, the record year since the 
opening of the country to foreign trade. The diminution was 
entirely due to decreased exports, the imports having increased 
by 99,1277. The following table shows the values of imports and 
exports during the years 1907 and 1908, with the average for the 
last quinquennial period :—

It will be seen that the total trade for 1908 exceeds the average 
of the years 1904-8 by 1,045,2571., an increase of nearly 23 per cent. 

These figures, however, do not represent the actual state of 
business. The imports for the year were far in excess of require- 
ments, and resulted in the holding over of heavy stocks into 1909, 
leading to a considerable diminution of imports during the early 
part of the present year, which state of affairs appears likely to 
continue throughout the year. The reasons for this excessive 
importation were, shortly, the fulfilment of heavy advance orders 
given during the prosperous period of 1907; the clearance to 
Corea at low prices of the large stocks, especially of cotton piece- 
goods, which had accumulated in Shanghai; and the favourable 
rate of exchange on that port due to the depreciation of silver. 

The slackening of the local demand for foreign goods is attribut- 
able to the diminished purchasing power of the Coreans, caused 
partly by the difficulty of transportation of agricultural produce to 
the coast, in spite of improved railway facilities, owing to disturb- 
ances in the country, resulting in a decrease of exports; and partly 
to the cessation of railway and other construction works, which had 
drawn considerable sums of. money from Japan to Corea. The 
Corean, being thriftless by nature, spends freely so long as he has 
money, and the withdrawal of these sources of income restricted 
his purchases of cotton goods and other foreign-made articles. 

While the imports for the year show an activity not justified by 
the state of business, the exports show a falling-off, as compared with 
1907, of 291,9841., or some 17 per cent., though they were higher by 
318,317]. than the average for the quinquennial period. The year 
1907 saw a great expansion of export trade, the exports being 
more than double those of any year since 1903, owing largely 
to a heavy export of rice. Nevertheless, had it not been for 
the difficulty of transportation caused by the disturbances in 
the rice-growing districts, and to the low price of rice in Japan, 
the excellent rice crop of 1908 would undoubtedly have resulted in 
an export trade at least equal to that of 1907. An improvement 
in the above conditions during 1909, and a good rice crop, would 
lead to heavy exports of rice, as large stocks have been held over 
from 1908. 

The immediate prospects of the import trade are far from bright. 
Exports may be expected to hold their own and even possibly to 
increase, though the tightness of the money market will have an 
adverse effect ; but there is little hope of the year being a favour- 
able one for importers. Trade depression in Japan and China has 
hindered commercial expansion. Corea, in fact, is suffering from 
the business depression prevailing throughout the world.

GERMANY,

Prospects in in Hunan, the Acting British Vice-Consul at 
Hupei Hankow (Mr. At E. Eastes) has supplied the 
following information relative to the rice crop 

prospects of the province of Hupei :— 

The rice supply of the province of Hupei is never, even in the 
best seasons, equal to the demand. 

In the present season, May and early June were characterised 
by exceptional drought, which was followed by heavy continuous 
rains from about 15th June until the first days of July. Asa 
result, the crops, which had grown with great rapidity during the 
dry period, became saturated, and except in high lying or easily 
drained districts were mostly spoilt. The Yangtse-kiang rose 
higher even than in 1901, and enormous tracts of rice-growing 
country bordering on the river were completely submerged, 
while the water is only now (report dated 10th August) beginning 
to subside. This has resulted in the failure of some 60 per cent. 
of the normal supply, and prices would already rule much higher 
than last year, were it not that the Hunan supply is plentiful 
and that Hupei is only partially dependent on its own supply. 

It is understood that in four of the ten prefectures of the pro- 
vince the crop is likely to be very fair. In the remaining six 
prefectures the crop has either almost entirely failed or is bad. 
‘T'be prefectures affected most are those of Ching chou (which con- 
tains the two open ports of Shashih and Ichang) and Hsiangyang, 
where conditions are sufficiently serious to have caused the issue of 
proclamations by the Viceroy laying an embargo on the export of 
rice to any other Chinese port. The prefecture of Hanyang has 
suffered almost as severely, and the districts of Mien yang, Han 
Ch’uan, Huang p’i and Hsiaokan are under water.

A report on the timber supply of the United States, is:ued 
; by the Department of Agriculture, states that 
Production of =; . . 
' e production of naval stores in 1908, accord- 
a ee ing to. de tly gathered by the Forest 
Rosin. ing to data recently gathered by the Fores 
service, included more than 36 million gallons 
of turpentine and more than four million barrels of rosin, of 
which Florida and Georgia supplied two-thirds. About one-half 
of the product is exported. While the production of naval stores 
does not necessarily destroy the forests, the methods so far used, 
coupled with subsequent fires and wind storms, have resulted in 
the destruction of a great deal of saw timber. 


The total yearly drain upon the forests of the United States, not 
Timber including losses from fire, storms and insects, is 
Sasenineiinn some 20 billion cubic feet. The present forest 
area of 550 million acres may be roughly esti- 
mated to consist of 200 million acres of mature forest, in which 
the annual growth is balanced by death and decay, 250 million 
acres partially cut or burned over, on which, with reasonable 
care, there is sufficient young growth to produce in the course 
of time a merchantable, but not a full crop of timber, and 100 
millions acres of more severely cut and burned-over forests, on which 
there is not sufficient young growth to produce another crop of 
much value. Taken as a whole, the annual growth of the forests 
under these conditions does not exceed 12 cubic feet per acre, a 
total of less than seven billion cubic feet.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) reports that, 
according to the census taken in 1895, the 
Ostrich Farming, total number of ostriches in captivity in the 
Argentine was 82,000; according to the last 
census, this number had increased to 422,000, of which some 13,000 
were of the African variety, the others being the indigenous rhea 
americana (“ fiandu ”). 

The feathers of the native ostrich are very largely used in the 
Argentine in the manufacture of dusting brushes, but certain 
quantities are also exported; the export in 1908 amounted to 
27,431 kilogs., as compared with 37,607 kilogs. in 1907. The 
decrease in the export is due to the fact that the feathers are now 
to a much greater extent made up in the country. 

The breeding of African ostriches has, whenever tried in suit- 
able districts, been quite successful, adds Mr. Ross, and there are 
large tracts of country still unoccupied where they could be reared 
without any difficulty. 





CHINA, 


The following information is from the report by Mr. Consular 
Assistant O. R. Coales on the trade of Shanghai in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


A new feature in the export trade is the demand which is springing 
tenes for the beans and peas grown round Shanghai. 
Pea Export Trade The local broad bean differs from the oil bean 
at Shanghai of Manchuria and Central China; it is now 
being exported to Europe for fodder. The pea, 

which is similar to the British pea, is in demand for grinding into 
pea flour. The business, which is at present in its infancy and 
cannot be compared with the northern bean trade, is, however, 
promising and likely to develop largely in the future.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 

e Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 

m by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms — since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
K.0.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of.all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Notr.—Apart from the special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects as far as possible, in the interest of British trade.
